surgeon, who studied the art of 
radio for two years in Boston, or 
ganized the Citizens Radio club of 
Norris City some time ago and he 
was elected president. 
“ It is equipped with the best 
machinery money would purchase. 
While it is not sending out wireless 
messages, it is receiving messages 
e v e r y 
morning, afternoon and 
night. The apparatus is on the top 
of the Wakeford building in Norris 
City and one of the large rooms on 
the second floor of that building 
is used by the company for the 
members in hearing what is trans­ 
piring in all parts of the world. 
“They assemble there whenever 
they feel so disposed. 
The com­ 
pany has purchased an instrument 
with which people assembled in the 
room may hear what is being re­ 
ceived. 
It works similar to a talk­ 
ing machine. 
In yesterday’s ball 
game at New York, the members 
of the club could hear the umpire 
and also could tell who was at bat 
and what he did. 
Almost every 
night band concerts being given 
by bands far out in the ocean can 
be distinctly heard.

Aunerican Public Has Right To 
Be Amazed At Senate Lead­ 
ers’ Unwillingness To Probe 
Gas Lobbying: Senator Case 
Unloosed Pandora’s Box Of 
Many Gas Contributions; 
He 
Broke Unwritten Rule Of Sen­ 
ate. 


WASHINGTON. — The Ameri­ 
can public, not always versed in 
the manners and maneuverings of * 
the world s greatest deliberative 
body, 
the Senate 
of the United 
States, must be amazed and flab­ 
bergasted at so fie of the things 
that have been happening in the 
investigation of natural gas lobby­ 
ing re trib u tio n offered to Sena­ 
tor Case of South Dakota. 
Here are some of the things the 
public has a right to be 
amazed 
over: 
Amazement No. I might be ex­ 
pressed over the way the special 
Senate committee skirted right up 
to the point of asking John Neff, 
tile Superior Oil lobbyist, whether 
he had contributed to any other 
senator, 
but carefully refrained 
from doing so. 
Senators are sup­ 
posed to want to keep their ranks 
free from lobbying pressure, but 
they ducked questions which might 
em barrass them. 
Amazement No. 2 might be ex­ 
pressed over why the special com ­ 
mittee was composed as it was: Of 
two octogenarian D e m o c r a t s , 
George of Georgia and Hayden of 
Arizona, both busy, both up for 
I re-election, and both in need of 
raising campaign funds for them ­ 
selves 
this year; 
plus one very 
alert pro-gas Republican, Bridges 
of New Hampshire; plus one very 
honest but naive anti-gas Republi­ 
can, Thye of Minnesota. 
Amazement No. 3 might be ex­ 
pressed over why Senator Lyndon 
Johnson, the Democratic leader, 
1 together with Fulbright of Arkan­ 
sas, author of the gas bill, were 
almost savage in their attitude 
toward 
Case when 
he first an­ 
nounced receipt of the $2,500 con­ 
tribution; 
also why the 
Senate 
leaders 
boxed in Senator 
Hen­ 
nings, chairm an of a regularly ap­ 
pointed committee, with power to 
probe 
these campaign 
contribu­ 
tions, 
and refused to let him in­ 
vestigate. 
Amazement No. 4 might be ex- 
; pressed over where and why the 
committee 
picked 
Charles 
W. 
Steadman, completely unknown in 
Washington, and why Steadman at 
first treated Case as if he were a 
culprit suspected of wrongdoing. 
Amazement No. 5 might be ex­ 
pressed over why Vice President 
Nixon hastily ruled that the regu­ 
lar committee of the Senate, 
the 
Election committee, entrusted with 
the job of probing these m atters, 


was barred from probing the case. 
SENATE PRESTIGE AT STAKE 
What some senators don’t seem 
to realize is that the public is not 
only amazed, but concerned and 
worried over the prestige of the 
Senate. They like to think of their 
senators as honest men, not sub­ 
ject to outside pressure and out­ 
side dollars. 
Typical of the reaction of the 
public 
is a telegram 
I received 
from William Wilcutt of Drakes­ 
boro, Kentucky. 
It reads: 
“ You are to be congratulated if 
you will start a drive for public 
donations in order that Senator 
Hennings may carry on his inves­ 
tigation. 
I would like to be the 
first to contribute $50.” 
That’s how the American pub­ 
lic 
is reacting 
to 
the 
limited 
probe of the gas lobby. 
Meanwhile, here are some of the 
answers to the points mentioned 
above which have the public puz­ 
zled. 
CASE OPENS BOX 
Senator (’ase, a modest Metho­ 
dist 
m inister’s son, 
serving his 
first term in the Senate, violated 
the unwritten rule of the Senate— 
namely, never to talk about some­

By mentioning that $2,- 
500 out loud, Case opened the Pan­

Many 
a newspaperman 
knew 
about this lobbying money, but 
few could prove it until modest, 
i quiet-spoken Senator Case opened 
the Pandora's box. 
That was why Johnson, who has

contribu­ 
tions 
for 
his own 
campaigns, 
pleaded, 
coaxed,

I threatened Senator Torp Hennings 
of Missouri when Hennings want­ 
ed to broaden the Senate probe. 
Hennings is a form er district at- 
I tom ey from St. Louis. 
He is

1 relentless prosecutor and prober. 
He has long been working for re- 
i form of the present campaign con- 
f tributions system which puts al­ 
most every member of Congress 
under obligation to those who fin­ 
ance his campaign. Knowing this, 
neither Johnson nor GOP leaders 
trusted 
him.

would probe too deeply. 
That was why Johnson maneuv- 
{ered to force Hennings’ resigna­

MYSTERY LAWYERS 
Mystery Attorney 
Charles

Steadman was picked as special

ator Styles Bridges of New Hamp­

group who voted for the 
natural gas bill, despite the fact 
that his state, New Hampshire, 
needs cheap fuel. 
Bridges had known Steadman 
socially, knew him as a wealthy

Guard Against 
A-Power Subsidies, 
Coal Ass'n Urges 
WASHINGTON (IP — The Na­ 
tional Coal Assn. urged Congress 
today to prevent “abuse” of the 
government’s authority to subsi­ 
dize development of atomic pow­ 
er. 
Tom 
Pickett, 
executive 
vice 
president of the association, em­ 
phasized in testimony before the 
Joint Atomic Energy Committee 
that the association has no objec­ 
tion to the government’s proposed 
construction of experimental nu­ 
clear power reactors. 
But he cautioned against any 
“duplication” of facilities lest the 
program should be “converted into 
a distortion of our free enterprise 
system” in which atomic reactors 
would be competing commercially 
with coal-fired power plants. 
Picket also recommended 
that 
required government subsidies for 
the program be spotlighted to give 
the public a true picture of their 
magnitude so it can judge for it­ 
self “if there is any need for ex­ 
tensive programs for the construc­ 
tion of publicly subsidized or pub­ 
licly owned nuclear power plants.” 
Noting the present high costs of 
atomic power, Pickett said 
the 
bituminous coal industry believes 
that coal-fired plants will be “the 
most economic source of steam­ 
generated electric power in 
the 
foreseeable future.” 
Barring a “distortion” of the 
free enterprise system, 
he said, 
“we do not fear inroads upon our 
market by nuclear power. We be­ 
lieve that for many years to come 
the atomic energy program will 
consume far more coal than is 
displaced by nuclear power.”

Probers Charge 
Britain Ships Vital 
Materials to Russia 
WASHINGTON (l^-Scnate inves­ 
tigators charged today that Britain 
has shipped highly strategic cop­ 
per, produced with U. S. foreign 
aid funds, to Russia. 
Jerome S. Adlerman, assistant 
counsel of the Senate investigat­ 
ing subcommittee, 
testified that 
Russia desperately needs copper 
and would be “tremendously short” 
of it if war came. 
Adlerman was the first witness 
as the subcommittee launched pub­ 
lic hearings on the flow of strate­ 
gic materials to Iron Curtain coun­ 
tries. Chairman John L. McClellan 
(D-Ark) accused the administra­ 
tion of refusing to cooperate in the 
inquiry.
